[9] CHAPTER 1.
CITY OF FARMINGTON.

AN ACT supplemental and amendatory to an act entitled “an ect to incorporate the
city of Farmington, in Van Buren county, Iowa.”

Be t enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa,

SECTION 1. Taxes to be laid out on streets. That all road tax which may
hereafter be levied upon any property in the city of Farmington, in this state,
shall be paid to the proper authorities of said eity, for the improvement of the
streets thereof.

SEC. 2. How work is to be done. Any person, being a resident of said city,
and subject by the laws of this state to do two days work upon roads and high-
ways, shall be required to do and perform, or cause the same to be done under
the direction of the proper authorities, upon the streets of said city.

SEC. 3. This act to be in force from and after its passage.

[10] CHAPTER 2.

STATE ROAD.

AN ACT to lay out and establish a state road from Eddyville, in Wapello county, to
Chariton Point, in Lucas county.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa,

SECTION 1. Commissioners’ names. That Luther M. Davis, of the county of
Wapello, John Webb, of the county of Monroe, and W. S. Townsend, of the
county of Lucas, be and they are hereby appointed commissioners to lay out
and establish a state road from Eddyville, in Wapello county, to Chariton Point,
in Lueas county.
